Heir u Handful of Mounted Pollee Keep 
a Host of Redskins In Awe. 


The special correspondent of the Lon­ 
don Times, who made the Northwest 
tour with Lord Lome, praises up the 
mounted police, of whom (he says) it 
would be difficult to speak too highly. 
Lord Lorne, always very keen in mili­ 
tary matters since the days when he 
himself worked con amove in a volun­ 
teer artillery corps, and for an amateur, 
therefore, an unusually good judge, 
pronounced them “ as fine a troop as 
ne ever saw.”

would probably have been slain to a 
man; but, calmly relying on the majesty 
of the law, they walked under the bul­ 
lets right into the Indian camp, hand­ 
cuffed three chiefs and carried them off, 
amid loud protestations and 
threats, 
[but no actual violence. 
A still more 
-striking case occurred quite recently 
among the Blackfeet. 
One 
of the 
Mounted Police was murdered, shot in 
the back—by a young Blackfoot Indian, 
whoso father had, or thought ho had, 
a grievance against the Government, 
ana on his death-bed bequeathed the 
legacy of vengeance to his son. 
The 
murderer at first escaped over the Amer­ 
ican frontier, but coming back was 
taken by a small body of police from 
the very midst of his tribe, to whom he 
appealed in vain, though they knew 
enough of English customs to know that 
he was being carried .to death, 
He is 
now in Fort MacLeod, to which we are 
on our way, and though his execution 
is a certainty, and tho Blackfeet, many 
of them armed with Winchesters, are 
quite numerous and powerful enough to 
avenge-*as they might have rescued— 
him, indeed, powerful enough to raise 
war, not the slightest apprehension is 
felt of their making any serious difii- 
cuity, or the Governor General, I need 
scarcely say, would not be allowed to 
go among them, 
except under the 
strongest protests from tnose responsi­ 
ble for his safety. 
The Indians know 
well that nothing more than strict jus­ 
tice has been or will bo done. 
W hat 
is perhaps still more curious than their 
submitting to the control of the police 
rather than resist it by force is that 
they voluntarily make use of it them­ 
selves. 
If an Indian nowadays nos lib 
horse stolen, instead of going at once 
on the war-path, and trying to recover 
it himself, together with the th iefs 
scalp, he appeals to the police, and ex­ 
pects them to recover it, which they 
usually do. 


Suffering to be Beautiful. 


Men, women and children all suffer 
for the sake of beauty. 
The latter are 
made to suffer by wearing as fashion 
or fond mamma’s may decree, their 
little legs bare in winter, hair falling 
over their eyes in a straight bang, and 
I know of one mother who kept the 
eyelashes of her baby cut short until he 
was able to walk. 
Another mother 
tied her child’s ears close down for 
years, so that they would grow not 
only small, but nestle sungly to the 
head. 
Others bandage the ankles, and 
tie up the fingers, so that they wit 
taper.^vhile of the Chinese children it 
is almdaktoo dreadful to speak. 
They 
undergo various stages of torture, com­ 
mencing at the age of two years. 
First, the four toes are forced under 
the ball of the foot and bound in that 
position until they lose their articulation 
and identity as limbs, and become 
amalgamated with the sole of the foot. 
The second part of the operation is a 
torture so terrible that sickly children 
frequently die under it. 
The sole of 
the foot is curved into the shape of a 
bow, bringing the great toe and heel 
together as near as possible. 
The na­ 
tives of the Western Pacific, who have 
naturally dark hair, wear it as light as 
they can make it by the aid of the 
caustic ash obtained from burned coal. 
The Venetian ladies used to spread 
their locks in the sun to bleach them. 
As to shaving, savages are about as 
peculiar as the General who shaved 
every morning daring the retreat from 
Moscow. 
We have often read of the 
discomforts they were obliged to un­ 
dergo by shaving the head with a 
shell or nard piece of flint, or how it 
was necessary for a friend to sit on. the 
head of a savage when he is being 
shaved, and how the favor is recipro­ 
cated when the accommodating party’s 
turn comes. 
The growing of finger nails has been 
carried to the extreme limit of possi­ 
bility, some having been seen in China 
nine and ten inches long. 
We will not discuss the tatooing ex­ 
cept to say that its only real use was the 
marking of all members of the same 
family so that they could never deny 
their identity, nor of the old barbaric 
customs of wearing large bones iu their 
noses, so huge in fact that they were 
forced to keep their mouth open in or­ 
der to breath, nor of how in Peru the 
lobes of the ears were trained to hang 
down to the shoulders, nor of how many 
savages cut their noses, ears, lips, and 
other parts of the frame into various 
conventional designs. 
It is sad enough 
to know that we as civilized people 
suffer the tortures we do, without trac­ 
ing the follies of past ages. 
Do we 
not cut holes in our ears instead of our 
noses, press our feet into stiff, tight, 
high-heeled shoes, and our waists into 
the vilest kind of instruments of tor­ 
ture?—Progress.

Jk Dan esc Rag-Pickers 


Among the novel objects in the wond­ 
erful city of Tokio none are more inter­ 
esting to the foreigner than the people 
who earn their living on the streets. 
These industrious creatures come and 
go at stated periods, have their regular 
Haunts, attract attention by their pecu­ 
liar dress and strange cries and play an 
important part in the comedy of the city 
fife. 
At dawn, long before the shopkeep­ 
ers have quitted their mats, the kami- 
kudzu-hiori 
(paper scrap 
collector) 
emerges from His squalid hut and com­ 
mences his rounds. 
He is usually an 
old, old man, clad in patches and shreds, 
and wears a very broad-brimmed reed 
hat, while for sanitary or other reasons 
his nose and mouth are covered with a 
ragged blue towel, people of his class 
being no longer compelled thus to con­ 
ceal their faces. 
Upon his left side he 
carries a huge, but slight basket, and in 
bis right hand two loner bamboo rods, 
used like tongs. 
He seldom speaks to 
any one, goes about his work in a sys­ 
tematic manner, and is to Tokio what 
the rag-picker is to New York, though 
unlike his foreign brother he generally 
coniines himself to the collection of 
waste paper, not aicrap of which es­ 
capes tis ferret-like eyes. 
Having formerly belonged to the de­ 
spised Eta class he is very humble, and 
bows to all the well-drcsscd persons ho 
encounters. 
As he silently moves along 
the street he carefully turns over every 
little pile of rubbish with his sticks, aud, 
picking out the pieces of paper, jerks 
them into his capacious receptacle. 
It 
is wonderful how dexterously he handles 
the instruments, one moment using 
them to tear a fluttering fragment of 
placard from a fence, and the next in­ 
serting them between the bars of a win­ 
dow and filching a book carelessly left 
in sight by its owner. 
He is a wary, 
thievish old rascal, and many a boy’s 
kite and servant gill's novel that have 
mysteriously disappeared from the house 
have found their way into his basket. 
In addition to having a bail reputation 
for appropriating anything in the shape 
of paper, he is said to be a dog stealer. 
Apropos of this I will relate a somewhat 
amusing incident: 
One morning, having risen earlier 
than usual. I took my scat by the grated 
window of my chamber aud watched 
the passers. 
Presently a gentlc-faccd 
old lady followed by a dog came in 
sight, encountering a friend, bowed low 
and began an animated conversation. 
While they were thus employed a kami- 
kudzu-hiori stealthily approached, and 
after striking the dog ujion the head, 
f 
ucked up the insensible creature with 
lis sticks, threw it into his basket and 
covered it with the contents, then coolly 
proceeded to examine some rubbish de- 
f>osited by the wayside. 
In a few mo­ 
ments the old lady missed her pet and 
began to call for him; meanwhile the 
paper collector continued his occupa­ 
tion in an unconcerned manner, as 
though guiltless of the theft. 
“Have you seen my beautiful little 
dog?” inquired the woman, regarding 
him suspiciously. 
“Hog, dog?” he answered, bowing 
servile!}’. 
“Honorable lady, do you 
take me for a thief?” 
“ Yes; I believe you have stolen him,” 
she indignantly replied. 
“I suppose 
you want to make a few cash by turn­ 
ing his beautiful skin into a drum­ 
head.” 
“Honorable lady, you are indeed 
mistaken,” murmered the rascal, shift­ 
ing his basket on to his back, crouching 
to the ground and bowing his head. 
“Although I am only a miserable kami- 
kudzu-hiori I am strictly honest. I have 
not set eyes upon your amiable animal. 
If you will describe him and tell me 
where you live, I may meet him in my 
walks, when I will restore him to you.” 
“My little Chin has a black and white 
coat and wears a red and yellow cotton 
frill round his neck. 
Although you pre­ 
tend to be so innocent I believe you 
know something about him.” 
“The gods will bear witness to my 
innocence,” murmered the rascal with 
his face close to the ground. 
“ It is 
hard enough to be poor without being 
charged with dishonesty.” 
While he was speaking the animal re­ 
covered his senses, wriggled from be­ 
neath the paper scraps, leaped upon the 
thief s back and barked at his overjoyed 
mistress, who, taking him in her arms, 
uttered shrill cries of “ Police.” 
The kami-kudzu-hiori rose hurriedly, 
and was darting oft when he ran into the 
arms of a long-haired,spectacled police­ 
man, clad in a tight-blue foreign uniform, 
who had been attracted by the woman’s 
cries. 
The officer clubbed the fellow 
until he ceased to offer resistance, then 
sternly inquired what tho man had ] 
done, and on learning 
the truth, 
marched the offender to the police of­ 
fice. 
The ladies followed, scolding the 
thief at the top of their voices, and, as 
they went, explaining his crime to tho 
passers-by.—Cor. San Francisco Chron- 
icte. 
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who desired to come home. This moneys 
was to pay her fare. She had, however, < 
never received it, and was compelled t& 
borrow from her friends enough to corno' 
home with. 
I thought this rather! 
strange, and, noticing my doubting! 
look, he suddenly plunged his hand 
into a capacious pocket, flaying that he 
could prove his assertion by showing) 
his receipt, and lo, and behold, he drew 
out the money order. 
Of course, I then 
knew where the trouble was, and when 
I explained to him that he should have 
sent the order to his wife, he seemed 
dazed at first, then his face broke into 
a broad grin, and, with the remark, T 
always thought I was a fool, now I 
know it,' slowly walked oat of the of­ 
fice. 
I could tell you half a dozen such 
incidents.” 
“ According to recent statements,” 
said the reporter, “ there appears to be 
a large amount** of money accumulated 
iu the Sub-treasury at New York.” 
“ Before you go any farther,” said 
Mr. Dougherty, “ I want to say that 
there is some misunderstanding regard­ 
ing this money. 
Many suppose that it 
was collected in New York alone. 
In 
this, however, I think they are mistaken. 
It is money accumulated from invalid 
money'orders from all over the coun­ 
try aud some of the orders date back to 
the time of the organization of the money 
order department, now about seventeen 
years. 
You see, New York is the for­ 
eign as well as the domestic exchange, 
aud all surplus is sent to the Postmaster 
at New York, who in turn deposits the 
moneys in the Sub-treasury at that city. 
The money orders which become in­ 
valid, one year after date ara sent to the 
department at Washington, where they 
are placed on file. 
In the meantime, 
should the payer present himself at the 
office after that time we make applica­ 
tion on his behalf to the department at 
Washington, which then authorizes us 
to make the payment.” 
“ You say that you send all surplus 
funds to New York; how do j’ou man­ 
age when JOU run short?” 
“ That is something we never allow 
to occur, and in fact from the systemat­ 
ic manner in which everything is ar­ 
ranged such a thing can not occur. The 
money-order system is nothing more 
nor less than an immense banking con­ 
cern, in which there is no capital in­ 
vested and none necessary. 
I nave al­ 
ready told you that New York is the 
exchange. 
The smaller offices send 
their surplus to the nearest main office, 
whence in turn the entire amount is 
remitted to New York. At the same time 
every office, large and small, has an ac­ 
count with the Postmaster at New 
York, and is credited with a certain 
amount, which it can draw when nee 
assary. When that amount is exhausted 
a renewal of the account is nece ssary 
Now our limit is $10,000, and I draw 
for $2,(MX) at a time as I need it. When 
this amount is exhausted I make appli 
cation to have Hie account renewed. In 
til is way we are always kept supplied. 
During the great panic in 1873, when 
the banks were not considered safe, we 
transmitted an immense sum of money. 
In the month of September alone I paid 
out at this office $125,000. 
This is 
what is termed a paying office; in other 
words, we pay out about five times as 
much as we receive. 
During the last 
year we cashed 90,918 orders, amount­ 
ing to $1,515,307.45, and we issued 28,- 
2 45 orders for $ 125,116. IO. As the busi­ 
ness is continually increasing, these 
amounts will bo swelled considerably 
by the close of the present year.” 
“Have }*ou many invalid orders on 
hand at present?” 
“Only a few, and these will be sent 
to Washington in a day or two. 
I have 
about $1,000 worth, however, that are 
unclaimed—that is to say, they have 
been tying here for a long time. 
Here 
is a lot, all belonging to one man,«and 
here is another, belonging to a single 
individual. 
They arc merchants, well­ 
known here, but do not seem to be in a 
hurry to get their money. One of these 
allowed a couple of orders to remain 
longer thau one year, and thinking that 
his money was lost, he gave his orders 
—one for fifty dollars aud another for 
five dollars—to his wife, telling her 
jocularly to make use of them. 
The 
lady came here and asked whether 
these orders were of any account. Upon 
being informed that they were, she 
thought this an excellent joke on her 
husband. 
I made application for her, 
and in two days she had her money.” — 
Baltimore American.

About Money Orders. 


“Had you come a little earlier you 
might have witnessed an incident, or 
rather a coincidence, which could not 
but convince the most skeptical that we 
are living in a progressive age.” 
This 
remark was made to a reporter of the 
American by Mr. J. J. C. Doughertv, 
the veteran pay-elerk in the money- 
order department of the Baltimore post­ 
office the other day, as the reporter 
stopped at his desk to ask if there was 
“anything new.” 
The reporter vent­ 
ured to ask for a further explanation. 
••Well,” continued Mr. Dougherty, “I 
was in the aet of cashing two moncy- 
orders, presented respectively by a Ger­ 
man, who had received his from the 
eastern section of Prussia, and a son of 
Erin, who had received his from Bel­ 
fast. At the same moment my atten­ 
tion was called to the fact that a China­ 
man was at the receiving desk, imme­ 
diately opposite, applying for a money 
order which he intended sending to San 
Francisco. 
Here was money being sent 
and received to and from extreme sec­ 
tions by natives of different countries 
at one and the same moment. 
Now, 
was’t that a little singular?” 
The re­ 
porter admitted that it was, and then 
asked, “Do you ever have any trouble 
ar complaints about money orders?” 
“ Very few and even these are gener­ 
ally on account of the ignorance of the 
dissatisfied parties regarding the dispo­ 
sition of the order. 
As an instance, a 
German came in here one day, and, ap­ 
proaching me very angrily, said that 
this was a fine way of doing business. 
He had gotten a money order some five 
days previously, made out in favor of 
his Wife, who was in Philadelphia, aud1 


The horse has the smallest stomach 
in proportion to his size of any animal. 
Fifteen or sixteen quarts is its utmost 
capacity. 
This space is completely 
filled by four quarts of oats and the 
saliva that goes into the stomach with 
them. 
Horses arc generally overfed, 
and not fed often enough. 
For a horse 
with moderate work, six or eight quarts 
of bruised oats and ten pounds of fine 
hay a day is sufficient. 
This should be 
fed in at least three meals, and i9 better 
if fed in four. 
A horse’s digestion is very rapid, and 
therefore he gets hungry sooner than a 
man. When he is hungry he is ineffect­ 
ive and wears out very rapidly. Water 
fills the stomach, lowers tho tempera­ 
ture and dilutes the gastric! juice; there* 
fore a horse should not drink immedi­ 
ately before eating. 
Neither should he 
be watered immediately sifter eating, 
because lie will drink too much, and 
force some of the contents of* the stom­ 
ach into the large intestines, which will 
cause scouring. Scouring is aliso caused 
by too rapid eating, which can be pre­ 
vented by putting half a dozen pebbles 
half the size of the list into the manger 
with the oats, 
(iivc only a moderate 
drink of water to a horse. 
A largo 
drink of cold water before being driven 
will have a very quieting effect on a 
nervous horse. 
A race horse always 
runs on an empty stomach. 
Digesting 
progresses moderately during exercise, 
if the exercise is not so violent a9 to ex­ 
haust the powers of the horse. 
I consider bruised oats worth twenty 
percent, more than whole. 
Tliey arc 
more completely digested. 
I prefer 
oats to any other grain for horses. 
Cracked corn is very good under some 
circumstances, hut wouldn’t use meal 
or shorts.

We visited and inspected the ice houses 
1 of Hogoboom & Atwood this morning, 
i and witnessed the mode of packing ice by 
steam, which, to say the least, is a great 
improvement on the old way of using 
horse power. A very simple invention, 
the work of Mr. D. C. Ward, consisting 
of a set of friction pulleys, ropes and 
tackle blocks attached to a ten horse­ 
power portable engine. 
The slide or 
runways for moving the ice up into 
the building is the same as the old, a 
mau stands at the friction pulleys, who, 
with a lever, controls the power aud 
movements of tho ice, which was being 
put in and packed at the rate of four tons 
per minute,—but Mr. Ward informed us 
that he could run in eight tons per minute 
with this “machine.” 
Messrs. Hogoboom & Atwood are mak­ 
ing it lively arouud their large ice houses, 
having 
sixty-seven men 
at work in 
the 
houses 
packing, 
and 
on 
the river cutting blocks and getting it 
ready aud in 
position 
for packing, 
besides a number of teams, used in 
marking aud sawing the ice, which labor 
is pretty much all doue with burse pjw- 
cr. The company are at work to-day fill­ 
ing the smaller or upper house, which 
will be completed by noon to-morrow, 
when the work of filling the largo house 
will be commenced. One can hardly re­ 
alize 
the 
amount of 
work or tho 
quantity of ice it requires to fill these ice 
houses. 
This finn have cleared the 
greater portion of the river from their 
houses up to the island, removing all the 
snow, and tho ice which they are putting 
in, is clean aud clear, and about one foot 
thick. We advise all our readers who 
have not already witnessed the work of 
packing in by this firm, to take advan­ 
tage of this opportunity; it is worth the 
time, aud costs nothing, if you keep out 
of the way.
